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LEUCOCYTHAEMIA.

When Dr. Couch, our esteemed president, read his article on “ Ex- 
Ophthalmic Goitre and its Analogues” at Batavia, now nearly two 
years ago, it occurred to me that perhaps a study of leucocythemia, 
after the method indicated in that paper, might throw some light 
upon this dark spot in our professional knowledge. 

It is with a full appreciation of the difficulties of the subject and 
my own inability that I shall endeavor to lay before you the results 
—meager though they be—of such a study of leucocythemia. Be- 
fore going further let me here acknowledge indebtedness to Gowers, 
Beale, Philips, Woodhead, Ziegler, Quain, Sternberg, and others, for 
information gathered from their works. I take this way of giving 
credit, rather than by special reference in the body of the paper, as 
it will conserve your time and patience. 

Before entering upon the subject-matter it may be well to briefly 
recall to your minds a few of the phenomena of cell formation and 
growth, as it may be conducive to a better understanding of the 
views subsequently expressed. Those most necessary to be kept in 
mind are, first, that the bioplasm is the only part of the cell which 
is living, growing matter; that it takes up pabulum and converts it 
into formed material differentiated for structure. Second, that in 
proportion as nutriment is abundant and access to it—or perhaps 
more correctly, its access to the bioplasm—is easy, the more rapidly 
does the bioplasm grow. Third, the formation of normal fully 
developed tissue takes place slowly, and a too rapid growth of bio- 
plasm is detrimental to perfect formative power, and, further, if this 
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over-rapidity of production be kept up it leads to entire loss of 
formative power, and also to the tendency to constantly divide into 
smaller and smaller particles. Fourth, this increased access of nu- 
trition may be brought about by any cause which will slow the circu- 
lation of a part, thus allowing greater time for the absorption of food 
from the nutrient fluids, as, for example, in inflammation, where the 
blood plasma transudes from the vessels and is held in the tissues 
on account of the compression of the lymphatics and venous capil- 
laries. And, lastly, it is well to bear in mind that ce// growth may 
be and often is much more active in disease than in health. 

It would be a work of supererogation to enter into a detailed de- 
scription of leucocythzemia before this Society. It will be sufficient 
to summarize the salient points of its symptomatology as follows: 

An increase in the number of the white blood discs and a de- 
crease of the red; an enlargement of the spleen; a tendency to 
anasarcas; and, at least in the earlier stages of the disease, little or 
no loss of flesh. 

The analogous conditions with which I wish to compare it for 
the purpose, if possible, of arriving at some more definite concep- 
tion of its pathology, are: The appearances seen in the spleen and 
capillaries of the foetus during the early months of gestation before 
the foetal heart has begun to beat; the similar conditions found in 
the capillary vessels of the frog and other hibernating animals at or 
near the close of their winter’s sleep; and the results of malarial 
poisoning. 

I have here photo-micrographs taken by myself of sections of the 
spleen and liver from a case of leucocythemia, and also of the same 
organs from a human foetus at about four months, which may aid you 
in seeing the point I wish to make in reference to the condition of the 
blood in the capillaries. I should much preferred to have had the 
organs from a foetus of two months, as the similarity would have been 
much more marked; these sections, however, show the condition 
sufficiently well for the purpose. 

You will notice at once, I think, the similarity of the sections. 
In those of the spleen the large number of leucocytes—the dark 
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disc-like bodies—filling the spaces between the trabeculze; and in 
those of the liver their situation in the portal spaces in the leucocy- 
themic section and in the capillaries between the liver cells in the 
foetal. The large number of white blood corpuscles in the capillar- 
ies of the foetus would have been much better seen in a slide of pia- 
meter or arachnoid, which would have shown that the vessels were 
filled with white blood cells—proven to be such by their taking the 
carmine stain—with scarcely a red corpuscle to be seen. This, how- 
ever, I have been unable to obtain. 

It will be seen that there is in the foetus, in the earlier stages 
of its development, a condition of what may be termed normal leu- 
cocythemia, which in this case may be accounted for on the ground 
that at this period of life cell formation and growth are at their 
maximum, while waste is at a minimum, also because at this early 
period the foetal circulation is slow, thereby providing for long con- 
tact of the nutrient fluids with the bioplasm. 

If the capillary circulation of a frog be examined at or near the 
close of the hibernating season, they will be found to be in a similar 
condition to that just described as existing in the foetus. And a like 
state of things may be produced by confinement and starvation. 

The same explanation may be given for this as for the foetal con- 
dition, with the added feature that vaso-motor relaxation may pos- 
sibly play a part in the slowing of the blood current. 

(I regret that I have found it impossible to obtain photo-micro- 
graphs of the above conditions in the frog or of those which I shall 
describe as the result of malarial poisoning, as it would have added, I 
think, to the completeness of the paper; it has, however, been beyond 
my power to obtain them.) 

The statistics of leucocythemia show that at /eas¢ one-third of 
all the recorded cases had a historty of either one o. more attacks 
of intermittent fever, or a residence in a malarious district at some 
time previous to the onset of the disease. 

Some of the prominent features of malarial poisoning are an en- 
largement of the spleen, a diminution in the number of the red cor- 
puscles, and a deposition of pigment in various organs, which 
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pigment is the result of destruction of the red corpuscles, as it has 
been shown by chemical and spectroscopic analysis to be made of 
their debris, hematoidin, etc. 

Here we have two of the prominent features of leucocythemia, 
enlarged spleen and diminished number of red blood discs, together 
with pigmentation similar to that occurring in Addison’s disease. 
That the destruction of red corpuscles and the consequent pigmen- 
tation is the result of increased combustion in nature’s endeavor to 
throw off the malarial poison there seems to be no reasonable doubt. 
This being true does it not seem probable that there would be an 
effort on the part of the blood-making organs to replace this loss of 
red corpuscles? The effort being admitted, there is an explanation 
of the spleenic enlargement, for, although it must be acknowledged 
that the spleen has not been proven to be a blood forming organ, yet 
the evidence pointing to this as its function is well nigh irresistible. 
As the reproduction of red corpuscles cannot take place, as I believe, 
without first producing white, this would account for the increase of 
the spleen pulp—leucocytes—and capillaries in the enlarged spleen 
of ague. 

Here, then, in malarial poisoning—particularly the chronic variety 
—there are constantly recurring demands made on the spleen for 
extra work, and it seems to me reasonable to conclude that just as 
the heart, when called on for increased labor, responds by hyper- 
trophy, but the demands being kept up ends in the weakness of dila- 
tion, or as the uterus after too frequent gestation is liable to subin- 
volution, so the spleen compensates at first by hypertrophy, but ends 
by producing imperfect white blood cells. Imperfect cell formation 
once begun the tendency will be ever downward, under the rule that 


the more rapid the growth the less the formative power, and just 


here the door to leucocythemia opens. The red corpuscles are now 
not formed on account of loss of functional power in the white, and 
consequently are decreased in number as they are worn out. This 
will account for the lessened oxidation and consequent plumpness of 
leucocythzmic patients. 

The latter symptoms of leucocythzmia, anasarca, etc., may well 
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be explained by the general weakness and prostration resulting from 
this loss of the oxygen carrying-power of the red blood corpuscle, 
for it has been well said ‘that ‘“ nutrition on the one hand and oxida- 
tion on the other are but two sides of one equation.” 


SYZYGIUM JAMBOLANUM OR 
IN DIABETES MELLITUS.

The history of this plant, at the present time, is somewhat ob- 
scure, and the literature on the subject is so meagre that I have 
been unable to obtain the satisfaction that one could desire who 
wishes to write a paper upon its virtues. It is a plant that grows 
in the East Indies, and the part used for diabetes is the powdered 
seeds and bark. The tincture is unreliable, the fluid extracts and all 
other preparations inert. It belongs to the myrrh family. 

Some one discovered that when the natives of India were af- 
flicted with diabetes they resorted to these seeds or bark for relief, 
and invariably obtained satisfactory results. 

Some of these seeds were obtained and sent to this country for 
the purpose of experimenting. It was found that whoever used the 
remedy was benefited, but as the supply was limited, cures were not 
perfected. 

It is but recently that the supply has equalled the demand, and 
now it can be obtained from Caswell, Hazard & Co. of New York 
City, or C. M. Lyman of Buffalo, at seventy-five cents to one dollar 
per ounce. The powdered bark from Park, Davis & Co. of Detroit.

Commission for Victoria, Mauritius, etc., says that 
tain quantity of diastatic matter converts 44.8 per cent. of starch 
employed into sugar in fifty minutes, normally, with the same ma- 
terials, and in the same time, 19.6 per cent. was so converted when 
15 grains of jambol powder was also present, and only 12.6 per cent. 


when twenty-five grains of the seeds were present.” 
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Dr. Burt believes that the remedy acts as a “stimulant to the 
vaso-motor centers in the medulla oblongata, and subsidiary centers 
in the spinal cord, solar, mesenteric and renal plexuses; through 
these centers there is produced a great increase of arterial tension 
generally, and upon the renal arteries that supply the glomeruli of 
the kidneys the arterial pressure is especially raised, increasing the 
tension in some cases so as to almost occlude the capillary vessels.” 

If Mr. Wentworth Lascelles-Scott’s statement be correct it 
would show that the medicine only acted mechanically, and when 
its use was discontinued the disease would return; but if Dr. Burt 
is correct, we would expect a cure from its administration. It is to 
be regretted that we were so much in the dark as to its action on the 
human system when first introduced to the profession, and will be 
until the drug has had a thorough proving. We know that twenty 
grains will produce rapid beating of the heart with restlessness, and 
a feeling of fullness in the head, which would go to show that it af- 
fected the pneumogastric nerves to some extent, and that its en- 
tire action was not mechanical. It is said to be a stomachic, carmi- 
native, and astringent in a slight degree. 

The dose at first is five grains, to be gradually increased to seven 
or eight. There are no apparent physical sensations from powders 
of this size, any more than there would be from the same amount of 
carbo. veg. 

Hearing of this remedy for diabetes mellitus, I obtained some 
of it, and commenced its use in five grain doses, three times a day, 
on a patient who had been suffering from the disease for a little 
over five years. During that time he had taken ergot, thuja, codia, 
bromide of arsenic, nitrate of unranium, ledum, plumbum, and 
countless other remedies, at the same time following out the ordina- 
rily prescribed diet for diabetic patients; but with the only result of 
keeping the disease in check to a small degree. The gradual ten- 
dency was downward and when hope had almost been abandoned, 
and the languor which accompanies this difficulty, in its latter stages, 
became almost unbearable, he resorted to the use of about two 
ounces of whiskey once each day, which seemed to benefit in every 
way more than anything used heretofore.

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He commenced using the syzygium jambolanum on the 4th of Jan- 
uary,1887. In forty-eight hours he began to experience beneficial re- 
sults. The intense thirst and weariness subsided, in a measure, and 
the urine diminished in quantity. After using about an ounce of the 
remedy he noticed that his strength and spirits began to return as 
in former days. The cramps in the limbs, the severe attacks of 
lumbago, the thirst, bleeding of the gums and pharynx, the night 
sweats which were profuse, subsided. In fact, all the unpleasant 
sensations and symptoms ceased, and like the Arabs, “folded their 
tents and silently stole away.” The quantity of urine which aver- 
aged about 140 ounces each day of twenty-four hours diminished to 
about sixty ounces, and from being obliged to pass his urine three or 
four times during the night, he was enabled to pass the whole night 
without being disturbed. The quantity of sugar had diminished in 
avery marked degree; although the specific gravity did not decline 
from 1032 until after about three months. It is now about 1024 with 
hardly ever any traces of sugar. 

The patient has never been restricted as to his diet, having been 
allowed anything within reason. He has been permitted to drink 
the ordinary St. Julien, or in fact any of the dry wines, with occa- 
sionally a little whiskey. The champagne and whiskey, however, do 
not seem to act kindly, as they almost invariably produce slight ex- 
acerbations, 

Although this case is of long standing, it has been held in check 
by diet and almost constant medical treatment; therefore the kid- 
neys have not materially suffered, and a cure has been effected. It 
cannot be expected that diabetes can be cured by amy remedy, after 
the kidneys have become diseased by the excessive and constant 
strain that has been put upon them month after month, and year 
after year, but I feel positive that all cases in their incipiency, or in 
all cases where the kindneys are not diseased, syzy gium jambolanum 
will cure this most formidable disease. Possibly after a time sugar 
may make its appearance again, and for this reason the urine should 
be examined occasionally, and if present the same treatment should 
be resorted to for a short time. 
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When the physician turns over the leaves of his professional his- 
tory and sees inscribed on its pages the deaths of eminent men and 
women standing high in the community—men of wealth and influ- 
ence whose loss brings untold calamities, who have fallen victims to 
this insidious disease, and then to have a remedy placed in his hands 
that will cure nine cases out of ten, a feeling of longing arises in his 
heart, that the past might be re-called and this medicine used in 
behalf of those stricken down. But the past was inevitable, and a 
shadow of gloom settles upon his heart, and he feels more acutely 
the fact, that what he does not know far exceeds the knowledge he 
possesses, although he has spent years of hard study and close ob- 
servation into the hidden mysteries of his chosen calling. 

I believe that the plants are now growing that will cure every 
kind of disease, and that, possibly, if the alchemists of ancient times, 
who studied and spent their whole lives in the vain search for the 
elixir of life had turned their attention more persistently to the veg- 
etable kingdem, they might have found on nature's breast the acme 
of their desires, or the much searched-for remedy, for which so 
many have looked in vain. 





THE INHALATION OF SEPTIC BACTERIA, A VALUABLE AUXILIARY 
TREATMENT OF CERTAIN SEYERE CHEST AFFECTIONS.

The assertion, emanating from Prof. Cantani, of Naples, in the 
Centralblatt fiir die Medicinishen Wissenschaften, that the bacterium 
termo is destructive of the bacillus of tuberculosis, and the results 
of experiments made by him on tuberculous animals and consump- 
tive patients led me to suggest the use of a fluid containing the bac- 
teria in question in abundance to Dr. S. R. Rittenhouse, a very well- 
known homeopathic physician of this city, suffering from advanced 
phthisis, the result of diabetes. The doctor was loth to inhale the 
cause and products of putrefaction, fearing some form of septicemia. 
But his condition was so miserable, having just recovered from the 
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last of a series of hemorrhages, and his cough being so exhausting 
and racking, and not being benefited by anything he had been in- 
duced to try, that he finally made the trial. The result was very 
prompt and gratifying; his cough became easy, the sputa lost their 
tenacity, and his night’s rest was not disturbed by the dyspnoea and 
the severe racking cough; in fact, the change from a condition of 
misery to one of comparative comfort was well marked and quickly 
attained. His physical condition gradually improved, strength 
slowly returned and dyspnoea on exertion gradually lessened. The 


sputa were increased in abundance, but after three months’ use of 


the spray they decreased in quantity and lost their marked purulent 
character. The bacilli of tuberculosis, which were present in large 
numbers, were increased in quantity shortly after commencing the 
use of the spray. When the sputa were decreased in quantity after 
three months trial I was unable to find any tubercle bacilli, but at 
that time I could not find them in the sputa of any consumptive; 
this was due to a change in my staining fluids, as I afterward ascer- 
tained, and after getting new stains I found them again. This led 
to the belief for a time that they had disappeared from the sputa. 

After a six months’ trial the doctor finds himself considerably 
improved in strength, in a comfortable condition but by no means 
restored to health, as the microscopic examination of the sputa dem- 
onstrates; yet there is no reason to think that there is any great ac- 
tivity in the pulmonic disease. It might be well to state that he 
had employed various medicated sprays but without any benefit. 

This pleasing result led me to try the same method of treatment 
in a number of cases of chest troubles, for the purpose of finding its 
exact sphere of usefulness, if possible, with the following results: 

The cases comprised instances of tubercular phthisis as evidenced 
by the bacilli in the sputa, chronic pneumonia, chronic bronchitis, 
and abscess the result of broncho-pneumonia. 

Of these varieties of chest troubles there was but one that was 
not affected by the treatment, viz., chronic bronchitis. 

Of cavity, the result of tubercular ulceration or broncho-pneu- 
monia, or of phthisis without cavity, I saw but one case that was 
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unaffected by the inhalation in any way, and that was a case of tu- 
bercular phthisis in a young man who had led a fast life, being guilty 
of great sexual and alcoholic excesses. All the rest were made more 
comfortable, the teasing, worrying, racking cough was speedily 
changed to a mild cough, bringing up the sputa without any effort. 
I know of no case of tubercular phthisis which was cured during 
the time this method has been on trial (a period of six months), nei- 
ther of any case from the sputa of which the bacilli permanently 
disappeared; too short a time has elapsed for any observations rela- 
tive to the permanent cure of so intractable and prolonged a disease 
to have any value whatever. 

There was but one case of chronic pneumonia under observation; 
the case was one of a year and a half’s duration, and involved the 
lower lobe of the left lung, which was completely hepatized, the per- 
cussion note being devoid of the slightest resonance. After three 
months’ treatment the following changes were noticed, the percussion 
note was absolutely non-resonant over only two inches of the in- 
ferior and of the lower lobe of the left lung, the other portions of 
the lower half of the chest being resonant, the clearness of the note 
diminishing from above downward; the vesicular murmur which had 
been absent was returning. Unfortunately the patient was lost 
sight of at this stage, as he did not experience an increase in strength 
and feeling of well-being commensurate with the improvement in 
the physical signs of his lung trouble. 

The results of trials with the inhalation of pure cultures of the 
bacterium termo, as detailed in our journals, give no encourage- 
ment that it will accomplish what was expected of it. Those ac- 
quainted with bacteriological technology will see from the method 
of the preparation of the fluid used by Dr. Rittenhouse that it is an 
impure culture, and this fact may explain the difference in the re- 
sults; it, without doubt, also contains the other septic microbes, viz., 
bacillus subtilis, vibriones, spirilla and micrococci; but the microbe 
far exceeding any of the others in number is the bacterium termo. 

This micro-organism does not destroy the bacillus of tuberculo- 
sis, as is proved by the fact that an excellent culture of the tubercle 
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bacilli can be grown from phthisical sputum which is over two 
months old, and which swarms with the bacterium termo; this fact 
I have from the lips of the late Mr. Bernard Persh, of Philadelphia, 
a practical and accomplished bacteriologist. 

I do not believe that the good effects of the inhalation of the 
septic bacteria are due to any direct action upon the tubercle bacilli, 
for its happy effects are to be obtained with the same promptness 
in non-tubercular chest troubles. 

Upon the peculiar power, possessed by the septic microbes, of 
softening and liquefying the medium in which they flourish, Dr. 
Rittenhouse and myself infer that the good results depend; Dr. Rit- 
tenhouse considers it the best expectorant in the materia medica. 

This property of loosening and destroying the tenacity of the 
sputa and increasing the quantity of expectoration and bacilli thus 
favors the expulsion of these pests from the lungs, gives the chest 
freedom from the powerful expulsive efforts necessary to dislodge 
tough sputa, gives the lungs rest, thus favoring the filling up and 
cicatrization of cavities and ulceration in the bronchi, and it is possi- 
ble that the presence of the putrefactive germs may act as a mild 
irritant upon the lining of cavities and stimulate a healthier and 
more reparative action. 

It will be noticed that one prominent feature in the pathological 
changes common to the three varieties of lung troubles known to 
have been benefited by this method of treatment, viz., phthisis, 
chronic pneumonia and lobular pneumonia with its results, is the 
stuffing of the air vesicles with the products of inflammatory action; 
and what can be more rational treatment than the aid, in addition 
to the indicated remedies, good diet and hygienic surroundings, of 
a harmless adjuvant, which does not interfere with medicine and 
which possesses the valuable property of liquefying and assisting the 
removal of a source of irritation and danger? 

To prepare the fluid, the white of one egg is stirred into a tea- 
cupful (8 £3) of fresh, cold water and allowed to stand in a warm 
place (from 70° to go° Fah. is the best temperature) where it will be 
subjected to few changes of temperature; the bowl containing the 
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fluid should be covered with a muslin cloth to exclude dust and 
dirt. In the course of a few days (from four to six in summer and 
from eight to ten in winter), the fluid will have a distinct, though 
not strong, odor of putrefaction. When this odor is developed the 
fluid is ready for use. An ordinary hand atomizer furnishing a con- 
tinuous spray is used and the spray from one-half to f3j of this 
fluid is inhaled twice daily. The quantity of the fluid used depends 
upon the amount of expectoration and character of the cough. By 
taking the spray tube into the mouth and embracing it with the lips, 
no disagreeable smell is encountered, and if care is taken not to 
swallow the fluid which collects in the mouth, very little offensive- 
ness will be noticed. The spray should be drawn deeply into the 
lungs. One week from the time that the fluid gains its characteristic 
odor it becomes too rank for use and the patient must be furnished 
with a fresh supply; two cultures of septic bacteria should be kept 
on hand; the bowls should be thoroughly cleansed before the egg 
infusion is added. When the expectoration is free and remains so 
for some time, the inhalation can be omitted until it begins to dimin- 
ish and become tight. If no good results are obtained within ‘wo 
weeks, it is useless to continue longer. 

Although much good has been accomplished, and in some cases 
brilliant results have been obtained where no other resource gave 
any benefit and where the indicated remedy was without effect 
(especially in the “tail end” of severe colds attended with some 
spots in the lungs which give the patient a sensation of ulceration 
and which is very likely a spot of lobular inflammation), yet, never- 
theless, in some cases, harm can result. 

Dr. Rittenhouse notices marked vertiginous sensations and a pu. 
trefactive odor in the fresh urine when he inhales large quantities 
of rank fluid (say 3 £3); the doctor did this several times to see 
what the result would be; no other symptoms were noticed and 
those mentioned disappeared in the course of a few hours. One 
lady complained of a continual desire to pass water as long as she 


continued the spray; the desire to micturate disappeared promptly 
on its discontinuance. 
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A gentleman with very severe racking cough and very marked 
infiltration of the apex of the left lung and complete anorexia, but 
who had no signs of hectic, was taken, a few days after the com- 
mencement of the inhalation, with severe rigors followed by high 
fever and then sweat. The attacks came on in the morning and ex- 
actly resembled an attack of intermittent fever. Suspecting the 
cause of the chills I nevertheless persisted with the treatment several 
days longer as his cough was so very much improved, but I was 
finally compelled to desist and withdraw the fluid, when the attack 
recurred but twice, the severe rigors being replaced by creeping 
chilly sensations; his cough soon became very tight again. 

These instances are the only ones which came to my notice. It 
will be observed that they were instances of septic ‘wtoxication and 
not septic 7zfection. Fortunately the septic microbes are not pos- 
sessed of any pathological power and therefore can only influence 
the system through the absorption of the ptomidines generated by 
their vegetative activity. 

“All septic organisms properly so-called . . . differ in this 
essential respect from pathogenic organisms, that the former abso- 
lutely refuse to grow in the living tissues of a living animal.’’* 

It has been employed more frequently in tubercular phthisis 
than in any other chest affection. Dr. Wm. F. Marks, of this city, 
has used this adjuvant in several well marked cases of phthisis with 
great benefit, but what the ultimate result will be the future will de- 
cide. But its utility is not restricted to this one trouble.-—/Hahne- 
mannian Monthly. 


For Recent Tear of the Perineum. /nstruments—1. Two 
or three strong curved needles in handles. 2. Catgut, silk, silver 





or silkworm gut sutures. 3. Dissecting forceps. 4. Scissors. The 
Operation—The patient may be either on left side or back in the 
lithotomy position. The latter is preferable if two or three assist- 
ants can be obtained. Anesthesia is induced. The vagina is 
washed out with carbolized water. If the tear is at all deep, the 
stiches must be passed well into the tissue of the perineum (half or

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three-quarter inch). They should enter and pass out a clear half 
inch from the edge of the wound. Three are usually sufficient; 
four, if the tear extends up /o the rectum. If it involves the rectum, 
a distinct stitch must pass through the torn edges of the tube. The 
sutures should not be tied until all have been passed, and the pres- 
sure should be firm and equable. The vagina must be again 
syringed at the conclusion of the operation. The patient is placed 
in bed, the knees being tied together. Removal of the Stitches—The 
stitches are removed on the fifth or sixth day. If union is not com- 
plete, and there is no extensive irritation of the parts, they may re- 
main for a longer period. The vagina must then be thoroughly 
cleansed.— Medical Register. 




























THE PATIENT HER OWN ANESTHETIZER IN NATURAL LABOR. 








A paper with this title was read by Dr. W. S. Ely, of Rochester, 
in which he said that it would probably be conceded by a majority 
of his hearers that the use of anesthetics at some period in the prog- 
ress of many obstetric cases was justifiable. Lusk said (page 219): 
“In my own experience, during the last sixteen years, there have 
been comparatively few labors in which I have not used chloroform 
or ether in some stage. The result of my experience has been to 
make me a warm advocate of their wide employment upon the one 
hand, while proclaiming the necessity of caution in their use on the 
other.” Sharing this view, Dr. Ely had gradually come to the adop- 
tion of a plan which practically, with some exceptions, limited the 
use of the anesthetic in natural labor to the period occupied by the 
expulsion of the child. In order that he might have the patient 
more perfectly under control, he had made her her own anesthetizer. 
The procedure was as follows: Dispensing with towels, sponges and 
extemporized cones for the administration of the ether, he folded a 
large handkerchief in a cravat, two inches wide, which was spread 
on the patient’s palm, carried to the back of the hand, and tied 
around the wrist. On this the ether was poured, and the patient 
herself covered her nose and mouth with it. When she felt a pain,

she held out her hand for the ether, the palm upward, and from the 
bottle, held in the free hand of the physician, a teaspoonful or more 
was poured. When it was exhausted, she asked for more; and the 
moment she became fully under its influence, the active muscular 
effort necessary to hold the hand to the face relaxed, and the hand 
dropped. She seldom, therefore, took ether to an extent which 
abolished her entire consciousness of what was going on. If this 
was the case, it was only momentary in duration, and the patient 
could be made to appreciate the peremptory command given to her 
to avoid any voluntary expulsive efforts when the head distended 
the outlet. The effort was made to consume fifteen to thirty min- 
utes in what might otherwise be completed in three to five minutes. 
So the head was extruded in the most gentle way under the action 
of uterine contractions alone, the patient all the time under the in- 
fluence of ether to an extent which abolished pain without render- 
ing her so profoundly unconscious as to lose her power of answering 
to the frequently repeated command of the physician to desist from 
all auxiliary muscular effort. Since the adoption of this treatment 
he had had fewer and lighter perineal lacerations, a result attributed 


to the method described.—Medical Times. 


Exsection of the Knee-joint for Tuberculosis.—White 
swelling of the knee-joint in adults of the laboring class can, for 
various external reasons, rarely be treated by orthopedic measures. 
In children a rational mechanical and general treatment will often 
reward the patience and skill of the physician by excellent results. 
Exsection of the knee-joint in infants is to be avoided as long as 
possible, on account of the great shortening that is caused by the 
removal of the epiphysis adjoining the knee, on which depends the 
growth of the thigh and tibia. In adults exsection is the shortest 
and safest way of eliminating tedious morbid processes and substi- 
tuting firm ankylosis for a useless joint. Arthrectomy, or exsection 
of the capsular ligament alone, as suggested by Volkmann, has not 
been attended with good success in the experience of the writer. 
Two cases, one in an adult, the other in a child, resulted in relapse 
of the tubercular affection, although great care was taken in remov- 
ing the entire capsule. A third case was permanently cured.—MMeai- 
cal News. 
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HE HAS BEEN FOUND. 
We clip the following from the Medical Register, issue of May 
14th: 
“ To the Editors of The Medical Register: 


“Bigotry in the Profession is the caption of an editorial in the 
Medical and Surgical Reporter of November 6th, in reply to a corre- 
spondent who addressed one of the editors concerning homceopathy 
in the State Board of Health. 

“Sophistry in the Profession is our theme in answer to that edito- 
rial. * * * The State Board of Health, as we understand it, is 
founded for the purpose of instituting investigations in relation to 
sanitary matters; the duties being therefore mainly scientific, and as 
its functions have reference to questions of health, the physician is 
naturally suggested as a proper person for membership in sucha 
body. The homceopath repudiates scientific medicine, and as 
hygiene is a department of scientific medicine, he is neither accept- 
able nor is he competent to be the colleague in this board of the 
scientific physician. * * * Science in medicine is science in 
hygiene, and homeopathy is not science anywhere. * * * Itis 
farcical to place a homceopath in the State Board of Health, and it is 
degrading to the profession and an indignity upon science for the 
scientific physician to connive at it. * * * -Homeceopathy is an 
excrescence of medicine, not a sect.” 


From all this it will be seen that the man has been found. It was 
not expected, nor has he been earnestly hunted for—the man who 
knows that old school medicine was a science before it was modified 
by thefts from homeceopathy, or that it is so even now—but he has 
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come to the surface of his own accord. ‘There are blessings and then 
there are blessings; let us at least thank God for thisone. His name, 
if the printers have interpreted it correctly, is Updegrove, M. D. 
Notwithstanding the assertions of many of the learned, ornate and 
profound authors in his “Scientific Medicine” that it has proved 
more deadly than “war, pestilence and famine combined ’—testi- 
mony all along the line from Majendie to Oliver Wendell Holmes— 
this Upinthegrove, M. D., comes forward and affirms that they were 
all wrong; covers them, as it were, with the mantle of shame for 
libelling so scientific a body. He even puts to blush the prophetess 
—Thackeray’s little daughter—who said when the great satirist af- 
firmed, “I am going to kill Mrs. Pendennis presently, and have her 


ill in this number”: “Oh, papa, do make her well again; she can 
have a regular doctor and be almost dead, and there will come a 
homceopathic physician who will make her well, you know.” 

“The homceopath,” he says, “repudiates scientific medicine, and 
as hygiene is a department of scientific medicine * * * therefore 
he is not competent to be the colleague in this board of the scientific 
physician.” We like the grammar of this, but naturally it is beyond 
our understanding. A “board of the scientific physician,” and 
a hygiene which is a “department of medicine,” are undoubtedly 
good, and, as Upinthewood, M. D., says, should be encouraged, 
though a “ homceopath”’ is not competent to understand them. But 
he can appreciate the statement that “ homceopathy is an excrescence 
of medicine,”—-first, because of its delightful English, and second, 
because it comes within the comprehension of even babes and suck- 
lings. Homeopathy is in all things the opposite of allopathy, and 
as this is an almighty zmcrescence of medicine, so—and so forth. 

Again: ‘‘Science in medicine is science in hygiene, and homeeo- 
pathy is not science anywhere.” It is therefore “farcical to place a 
homceopath zz the State Board of Health, and it is degrading to the 
profession and an indignity upon science for the scientific physi- 
cian to connive atit.” This, again, is good, but it is epileptiform, and 
therefore will be objected to by some people who insist upon “ the 
totality of the symptoms.” But when this Upinthewoods, M. D., 
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asserts that,—“ The question as to what homeeopathy is must be an- 
swered in the only rational way that the facts can suggest, which is 
that homceopathy in a pretense, imposture and fraud,” he is exactly 
right. What makes it worse is that sixty per cent. of recent popular 
works of “the board of the scientific physician ” is a plagiarism from 
it; that the law makers of our greatest states have legalized it; that 
the wealthiest and most intelligent people employ it; that the largest 
state society of “scientific medicine” has decided to counsel with 
its practitioners—if invited. No wonder

THE PRESENT POSITION OF HOMCZOPATHY. 

The following resolutions offered by President Orme, and 
adopted by the American Institute of Homceopathy at the late meet- 
ing at Saratoga, so admirably set forth the principles of the Homeo- 
pathic school of medicine that they are given entire. They are 
respectfully commended to the thoughtful consideration of Dr. 
Updegrove and his scholarly confreres. We regret that our space is 
not sufficient to enable us to present Dr. Orme’s exceptionably able 


address in full: 
Resolved, ist. That the American Institute of Homceopathy adheres, as it 





has always done, to its odject, as declared by its founders in the first article of 
its constitution, namely: ‘‘The improvement of homeopathic therapeautics, 
and a// other departments of medical science,” and that it is proud of its achieve- 
ments up to this time. 

2d. That the imputations cast upon the character and intelligence of the early 
homceopathists (who were converts from the old school practice), by many of the 
profession, were the result of ignorance and prejudice, were unprofessional and 
unworthy of the members of a scientific and liberal profession. 

3d. That the charge made at a later date by the American Medical Associa- 
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tion that members of the homceopathic: school ** practiced upon an exclusive dog- 
ma, to the rejection of the aids furnished by experience and by the sciences of anat- 
omy, chemistry, physiology, etc.,” is abundantly devoid of foundation in fact. 

4th. That the still later charge by some of the profession (the latter having 
been demonstrated to be untenable), that homceopathists ‘‘ trade upon a name,” 
is not only a slurring attempt to check a winning cause, but is a positive calumny. 

sth. That the most recent and present position of the medical profession, that 
homceopathists are blameworthy for consorting under a denominational name, thus 
constituting a ‘‘sect,’‘ is a flimsy pretext, and an insufficient excuse for refusing to 
extend to them the usual courtesies of the profession, 

6th. That the responsibility for the division of the profession into schools, 
so far as homceopathists are concerned, rests upon those who, by an illiberal and 
unprofessional course—refusing to examine into the doctrines of the new school, 
and aspersing and ostracising its followers—rendered the closer association of these 
latter a necessity. 

7th. That there is no demerit in belonging to a sect, provided it be engaged 
in a good cause, and its methods be tempered with liberality; and that it will be ex- 
pedient for homceopathists to continue to be a sect until their work shall have 
been accomplished, in securing a proper consideration of the doctrine of simidia 
similibus curantur. 

8th. That inasmuch as the position of the homceopathic school has been 
largely misrepresented, all fair-minded editors of medical and other journals are 
requested to give space in their pages for these resolutions.

FROM TENEMENT TO FARM-HOUSE. 


A Plea for the Work of ‘‘ The Tribune” Fresh-Air Fund. 


To THE EDITOR OF THE TRIBUNE: 

Sir—I have sent many children, convalescing from some acute 
illness, with your Fresh-Air parties, who have been in the two weeks 
entirely restored to health and remained so during the entire winter. 
One little girl whom I have sent for three or four successive years 
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has heart disease, and each year gains health and strength enough 
to carry her through the winter. One boy last summer we felt very 
sure would have consumption unless he went to the country. He 
came back so much improved that with care during the winter he 
has been fully restored to health. Our girls who are so dreadfully 
crammed in school are remarkably benefited by the change; and, 
mark you, this benefit does not occur when these children are sent 
to country institutions. They need the free country air and life 
only to be found at a farmer’s house and in his family. . 

The country is the natural place for children; they cannot be 
physically well developed if living entirely in the city, as is shown 
by the recent examination of a dozen boys for the navy, when not 
one was found physicially well developed. Instances without num- 
ber of the benefit to the health of these children sent to the country 
by Zhe Tribune could be given. As to the moral good that is done, 
that is beyond computing. The children see a new life in the farm- 
house; they are taught by the farmer’s example industry and a love 
for work, which they never see in their tenement-house existence. 
I insist upon it, there is no such thing as a tenement-house home. 
The boys come back with an intense desire to be something better 
than their fathers have been—a desire for more rooms, for more 
comforts, for clean clothes. One boy of ten, when told by his 
mother that she could neither afford clean clothes nor new clothes, 
after school did odd jobs, sold papers and bought calico dresses for 
his mother and two sisters, and then washed them and kept them 
clean himself. 

Very many of my children have denied themselves in order to 
send little Christmas presents to their hosts in the country. The 
children, owing to their surroundings at home, are very silent and 
apparently unappreciative of the efforts made by their country 
friends to entertain them; but one little girl of six years was heard 
to say to her doll: ‘Oh, dolly, what a nice home this is! | It is not 
like the one in New York.” This was one of three or four children 
of a widow, and she secured a permanent home in the country. 
The mother later married a brutal man who abused the other chil- 
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dren most frightfully until the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Children was appealed to. Another family of four children were 
taken from a drunken mother and kept in the country; the boy is 
now learning to be a farmer. 

If the country people could imagine what tenement-house life 
really means they could appreciate our anxiety to get the children, 
if for only two weeks, into a different atmosphere. A house from 
four to six stories high, with four families on each floor, each family 
having only two, possibly three, rooms, with only two windows 
either looking out into the dusty, noisy street or into a dirty yard; 
in this one room all the domestic processes are carried on, a sitting 
and eating-room by day and sleeping-room by night, no privacy, no 
individual rights—this is a tenement. I have yet to find a child who 
owns a bureau drawer, or a shelf in a closet, or even a nail to hang 
her clothes on which does not belong in common to all members of 
the family or the boarders, Below Fourteenth street, where about 
half the population live, nearly every house contains some kind of 
manufacturing, usually tailoring, so that the parlor, dining-room, 
sitting-room and kitchen is also by day and far into the night a 
workshop. The sound of the everlasting sewing-machine is the last 
thing heard at night and the first thing in the morning. The chil- 
dren's play-ground is the street or the yard. Then there are many 
unfortunate ones who live in rear houses, to enter which one passes 
through a narrow hallway or alley into a yard always dirty. The 
rooms are as sunless as the lives of their occupants. One is struck 
with the extraordinary early maturity of these little ones. I have 
babies of six months to two years brought to me daily by boys and 
girls of eight to nine years who answer my questions as well as the 
mothers could. 

We have a terrible problem before us in the tenement-house 
question. The farmers can open their homes and receive these 


little ones, and by their free country life teach them better things, 
and do more to make their lives a blessing in the two weeks they 
have them than the Sunday-school teachers can in two years. You 
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can never teach a child in a tenement-house that ‘God is Love.” 
They see only “envy, hatred, malice and all uncharitableness.”

Arsenicum Iod. in Cholera Infantum.—This remedy was 
first placed before our school by one of the most learned of our 
Connecticut practitioners, Dr. C. E. Sanford, of Bridgeport, in a 
most fruitful article published by him in the Medical Jnvestigator for 
September, 1867, transferred to the British Journal of Homeopathy 
in January, 1868. In the course of that most excellent communica- 
tion, Dr. Sanford remarks: ‘In acute diseases of the alimentary 
canal and digestive organs, such as cholera infantum, tabes mesen- 
terica, subacute gastritis, diarrhoea and dysentery, it will often prove 
very efficacious. In most of these diseases I have found cases that 
I could cure with this salt when everything else had failed.

the skin, and all of the accessory symptoms indicating the severity 
of the disease. In these cases, where the children were the offspring 
of scrofulous parents, especially where there had been previous mis-, 
treatment, I have so far been able to save every patient with the 
iodide of arsenic. And to me it is, under these circumstances, in- 
valuable. No other remedy we possess, with which I am acquainted, 
would be an efficient substitute.”— Zhomas Nichol, M. D., LL.D., 
D.C. L., Montreal, in Medical Current. 


Neuralgia—A Novel and Simple Remedy.—The treat- 


ment consists in the application of a closely fitting copper wire to 
the skin about the neck (worn constantly) in those suffering from the 
trouble in the face or head, and about the waist in those affected in 
various parts of the body. It is possible that this remedy may also 
prove curative of sciatica. I would suggest a trial. 

As to how the remedy acts I cannot say, and like many other 
valuable things we use, that point may never be fully and satisfac- 
torily explained. The fact that it is a source of relief is the most 
important point to a practical physician, and we may well leave it to 
those who delight in beautiful theories (so frequently shattered) to 
study on this point. We know that cases of this kind have been 
cured by animal magnetism. We know that Dujardin-Beaumetz, of 
Paris, has experimented successfully with the application of metals 
in the treatment of certain nervous diseases, and has transferred 
disease from one person to another by means of a magnet. We 
hear of certain ear troubles being relieved by the same means. Just 
how the magnet acts to produce such results is perhaps a partial 
mystery, even to the successful operator.—W. £. Scott, M. D., in 
Progress. 
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Reagent Paper for Albumen.—Schonlaub, in Deutch- A meri- 
hanische Apotheker- Zeitung, gives directions for two papers. One is 
saturated with concentrated solution of nitric acid, the other with 
the following solution:

Paper prepared thus is cut in strips after drying. Two of these 
.strips are placed in a test tube with the urine and shaken; the paper 
is removed by means of a small piece of wire bent at the end. The 
urine becomes cloudy, or a flocculent precipitate shows. This test 
is very sensitive, and shows o.oo1 per cent. albumen. Uric acid, 
muccin and alkaloids are precipitated at the same time. Uric acid 
is dissolved by gently heating, and alkaloids are dissolved by alco- 
hol.—Wational Druggist. 








Pierron on Electricity as a Means of Stimulating the 
Mammary Gland to Lactation.—In 1884, a lady patient, in 
whom the usual medication for diminished lactation had failed to 
increase the secretion, was successfully treated by the author 
through the application of Faradic electricity. Since that date M. 
Pierron has treated a number of such cases by this method, and al- 
ways with complete success. The mode of operating consists in 
placing the positive electrode, having the form of a spherical cup, 
over the nipple, while the negative electrode, terminating in a ball, 
is placed below the breast. In this manner the orifice of the gland 
is the first to be excited. Afterward the positive electrode is moved 
over the entire surface of the gland, while at the same time the neg- 
ative electrode is displaced in such a way that the former will con- 
verge toward the latter. The current should not be strong enough 
to excite pain. Each application should last ten minutes, and be 
renewed every twenty-four hours until milk is obtained, which 
rarely fails to appear after the fourth application. M. Pierron thinks 
that the application of electricity in this manner would produce 
lacteal secretion even in virgins.—Medical Register.
